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Continuation of 11. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive because Song et al. 2002/0130324 
discloses Cr, Mo or Mo being avilable not only for single-layered structure, but also for double-layered strucutre along with Al and Al 
alloy(par. 0079). Similarly, Jeong discloses Al or Al alloy 221 -- Al alloy includes Mo, W, etc -and MoW 222 (col. 9 t lines 55-65 and the 
paragraph bridging col. 9 and 10). As to the heat generated alloy layer or subsequent removal of the second metal recited in claims 1 
and 4 respectively, they read to a process and "product by process" claims are directed to the product per se, no matter how actually 
made, In re Hirao, 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (footnote 3). See also In re Brown, 173 USPQ 685 and In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966. 
Therefore, the way the product was made does not carry any patentable weight as long as the claims are directed to a device. Further, 
note that the applicant has the burden of proof in such cases, as the above case law makes clear. Also see MPEP 21 13. 
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
